Hs gifts, in fact, lay largely in the direc- 
tion of debauchery, and any other form of evil for 
which a genuine bad character becomes infamous.

With some fame as an ascetic he arrived in Moscow, 
Started a new cult and, through the influence of a 
lady-in-waiting, obtained entree to the Imperial

The Empire could survive that. But 
India couldn't. If independence were de- 
manded by an impressive majority of the | 
people of India, it would probably be con- | 
ceded without a shot being fired. As a 
matter of fact the Nationalists represent 
only a trifling minority of the population, 
who measureably succeed in making up in 
noise what they lack in numbers. 

Mr. Gandhi and his friends are appar- 
ently trading on the fact that they are a 
minority, and that there is therefore no 
noss'bility of their demand being com- 
nlied with. They do not, it is pretty cer- 
ain, want independence. For the reason 
that Indian independence would not last 
wer-night. If the British pulled out, the 
hereditary and absolute native princes | 
would either divide the country among 
hemselves by arrangement or plunge into 
var for dom'nance.

NEW YEAR DAY 


Most of the Cost, $632 
Daily, Borne by the 
Province 


Approximately 100 more single un- 
employed men started to work clear- 
ing brush trom city parks and ravines 
Thursday morning, according to R. 
J. Gibb, assistant city engineer. These 
new registrations brought the total 
of single men now at work under the 
emergency scheme adopted by the 
city and provincial government to 
about 462. 

The entire force of single men 
marched to the city hall New Year's 
eve and demanded to ‘work New 
Year's Day, as they needed the dollar 
each they receive per day for food, 
Officials in charge of the scheme 
readily agreed and, accordingly, the 
men were all at work Wednesday. 

The married men, now numbering 
85, did not work on the holiday, how- 
ever, but all were busy Thursday 
morning. Allowing one dollar per 
day for the single men and two dol- 
lars per day for the married men, the 
relief work is now costing $632 a day, 
most of which cost is being borne by 
the provincial government. 

Practically all the men appeared to 
be warmly clothed when they marched 
to work Thursday morning. The sud- 
cen drop in the temperature made 
working in the outdoors more arduuos, 
but the men kept moving and did not 
appear to be suffering any hardship.

Of those things that impress themselves most indelibly 
upon the mind, three stand out with especial prominence, 
namely, the consummation of the agreement which trans- 
ferred the provincially owned railways to the joint ownership 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway and the Canadian National 


Railways; the signing of an agreement for the return 
province of its natural resources and the recording 0 
largest surplus in the history of the province. 


LEGISLATION GOES 
THROUGH ASSEMBLY 

Enabling legislation for tne transfer 
of the northern railways to the two 
trans-continentals was passed at the 
third session of the sixth legislature 
of the province that convened on 
Jan, 31 and prorogued on March 19. 

The formal transfer was due to take 
place on June 1, but in order to con- 
venience the accounting of the vari- 
ous moneys, the date, by mutual con- 
sent, was advanced to July 1. 

By the sale of the railways a total 
of $25,000,000 will be paid into pro- 
vinelal coffers, spread over a period 
of 10 years. In addition the two 
trans-continentals assumed respousi-~ 
bilites for commmitimnents in respect 
to two extensions, from Whilelaw to 
Fairview, and from Wenibiey to Hythe, 
a total of 40 miles. As a@ first pay- 
ment on the sale the province recely- 
ed $5,000,000. 

The terms of the agreement of sale 
proved generally acceptable to the 

rovince as a whole and the enabling 
legislation passed through the house 
with little discuss on 

Natural Resources 

The signing of the agreement for 
the return of the natural resources is 
another matter that will rank high in 
provincial history. This was brought 
to a head at Otlawa early in Decem- 
ber. While the agreement has yet to 
be ratified by both the Dom'‘nion par- 
Mament and the provincial legislature, 
there is Little doubt that both houses 
will pass favorably on it 

Settlement by the legislature of this 
question will bring to a conclusion a 


matter which has been engag’ng the | 


attention of legislators for the last 20 
years. 

in both the railway and natural re- 
sources questions a large part of the 
credit is due to the legislature, which, 
despite no little opposition and urging 
to accept earlier offers for both rail- 
ways and resources, held out for 
terms which they thought fa‘r.
